6. To raise by vote the necessary amount of money to pay the legal 
expenses of the town for the ensuing year. 

7. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise to pay the 
debts of the town. 

8. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise for Fiske

9. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise for the 
support of the poor.

The moment my successor takes the oath of his office he will 
stand relatively more than $ 1,800 better off than I stood. He will 
not have bills of $ 520 19 that ought to have been paid by his pre- 
decessor but are not, and that he will have to draw on the Town 
Treasury and pay, and he will find no $ 893 only, as due from 
Sullivan County, but he will find $ 1,365 83 in bills paid, and just 
as good as so many dollars to him. He also will not find $ 800 in 
old bills that ought to have been paid in 1897 now presented for 
payment, nor will he find $ 400 in wood bills that I had to» pay. 

The whole amount of wood bills now outstanding will not 
exceed $ 50. ‘There are outstanding bills for which I gave six 
orders, all amounting to $ 30 25, but the parties were permitted to 
overdraw their orders to the amount of $ 147.95. I declined to pay 
for only what the orders called for, $ 30 25. ‘This was not accepted 
and so the matter rests. There were two other bills presented both 
amounting to about $ 90. It was claimed that a verbal order was 
given some two years since for those bills, but the name was not on 
my pauper list, given me for my sole guidance, and I declined to 
pay them. As the parties sold the goods in good faith and ought 
to have their pay, I| offered to pay from my own means one- third, 
if the parties that made the mistake would pay one- third each, and 
there the matter now stands. 

There was a balance due Messrs. Heywood and Dole at the 
November settlement that either could have had at any time previous 
to closing the books on February 15, had either called for it. But 
neither of them called and I presume it was owing to the fact that 
both had called on me some months after the May settlement and 
received full pay to the respective dates. 

There may be some $ 300 in bills outstanding that would have 
been paid had they been presented. But to offset this I have paid 
more than $ 1,800 in old bills, the accumulation of years that ought 
to have been paid long ago, and $525 20 of that amount I paid to 
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my predecessors. I think the affairs of this office are in good shape 
and condition, and by the united efforts of all that are to eare for 
our poor for the coming year, that our bills may not exceed © 
$ 5,500 in 1899, for the support of dependent soldiers and all our 
paupers.

The Yown School District. 


Report of the School Board for the Year Ending 
February 15, 1899. 


The instructors in the grammar school are the same as last 
year, with the addition of an assistant in the 8th and 9th grades, 
Miss Verna C. Cate, who was elected to the position for the present 
school year, which closes in June. ‘The necessity for the employ- 
ment of an additional teacher in these grades was not only apparent, 
but urgent. The conditions requiring it were the inevitable outcome 
of the practice of promoting pupils to higher grades who were not 
eligible to such promotion. ‘The committee confidently expect that 
this year’s work in the two grades mentioned will do away with this 
anomalous state of affairs. It is clearly the duty of the present 
board, as well as those of the future, to guard against the possibility 
of a recurreffce of such conditions in years to come. At the begin- 
ning of the school year in September the increase in the number of 
pupils in the North street primary (lst and 2d grades) necessitated 
a change in the grade work of the school. For several terms 1st 
and 2d grades were taught in this room. ‘The 2d grade was 
transferred to the care of Miss Blanchard, in the same building, 
who now has charge of the 2d and 3d grades, leaving Miss Hooper 
teacher of the Ist grade. 

The Haubrich division school was closed at the end of the 
winter term. and the Bartlett division school reopened at the 
beginning of the spring term, with a three-fold increase in attend- 
ance. Miss M. Lulu Lull is the teacher in charge. Otherwise, 
schools have been maintained the same as last year. 

In June, at the close of the school year, the tollowing named 
teachers resigned their positions as instructors in our schools: 
Miss C. Imogene Foster, of the High street 5th grade; Miss Mabel 
S. Thomas, of the West Claremont Intermediate; Miss Bertha M. 
Fletcher, of the Grannis division. 
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Miss Sarah L. Senter, teacher in the High street 4th grade, 
was assigned to the High street 5th grade to succeed Miss Foster ; 
Miss Alleen Messer, teacher in the We st Claremont Primary school, 
succeeded Miss Thomas; Miss Nina E. Messer was tr: anaterint 
from the Bible Hill school to the West Claremont Primary; and 
Miss Annie [. Hutchinson was elected to the Grannis division 
school. Miss Nina M. Whitcomb is in charge of the Bible Hill 
school. Miss Mabel E. Guild was assigned to the Puckershire 
division, succeeding Miss Carrie Winter Hooper, transferred to the 
North street 1st rade, who took Miss Myrtle E. Frost’s former 
position, the latter having been promoted to the High street 4th 
erade. | 

In this connection it is pertinent to say that In some instances 
the compensation of teachers in our schools has been increased 
during the year. It was simply a question of salary. These 
instructors can command increased remuneration elsewhere, and the 
committee, appreciating their efficient and faithful services, and 
looking forward to still greater effort on the teachers’ part, deemed 
it wise to retain them in their positions in the schools. 

Near the close of the summer term your committee presented to 
the public a novel feature in connection with our schools. Inasmuch 
as the parents and citizens very seldom visit the children in their 
school life, the committee felt that the labors of the teachers were 
not fully comprehended. Consequently arrangements were made 
for an exhibition of drawing and every department of written work. 
So fully did the teachers and pupils interest themselves in the - 
enterprise, that the town hall was required to accommodate the 
accumulation of work from the different grades, each of which was 
represented. The tables were presided over by the ee and by 
them the hall was very tastefully decorated with flags,®plants and 
flowers. The drawings, maps and geography-work of the school 
children added er eatly to the decoration of the hall, and helped to 
present a very attractive scene. 

Each school, with one exception, was represented by its teacher 
and its work from the pupils, and the School Board were more than 
gratified at the number of visitors who crowded the hall to see what 
the school children, from the first primary grade to Stevens High 
school, had to present. 

The drawings, under Miss Walker’s direction, were especially 
appreciated, also the work in literature and geography. The first 
and second grades presented many interesting things. Many 
parents and citizens expressed great delight and surprise, and 
acknowledged that their eyes wereopened for the first time toa full 
comprehension of the amount and character of the work undertaken 
and accomplished by the teachers of our public schools in leading 
their pupils onward and forward. The present school board are in 
favor of holding an exhibition of this kind annually. 
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The vexed question of irregular attendance upon the schools is 
still unsolved. During the winter term many pupils have been ill 
with prevailing diseases, and their absence from the class-room is 
thus accounted for ; but the indifference of parents in the matter of 
attendance of their children upon the schools, when favorable 
conditions exist, so far as teachers and the committee have personal 
knowledge, is an unmixed evil. The laws regarding such 
attendance are apparently sufficiently stringent, under ordinary 
conditions, but familiarity with their provisions has no weight with 
many fathers and mothers who have children in the public schools. 

Pursuant to a vote of the district at the last school meeting, the 
following unoccupied school-houses were sold by public, auction 
during the month of April last: The building in No. 13, or the 
Bailey district; that in No. 16, or the Jones district; Sia in 
No. 3, or the Paddock district, and that in No. 19, or the old 
Grannis district. 

During the year the Natur: al geographies, published by the 
American Book Co., and the New Franklin arithmetics, Sheldon & 
Co., have been placed in the town schools, and supplementary 
readers in the 5d and 6th grades. : 

The following is taken from a former report of the school 
board. Conditions for the better have not changed since that date: 
‘*Your committee, as well as other citizens of Claremont, recognize 
the imperative demand for additional school privileges in the 
compact part of the town. At present two of our schools are housed 
in a public block in one of the busiest streets in the village. Some 
parents will not allow their children to attend such schools because 
of their location. 49 * AS 

Miss A. M. G. Walker has given instruction in drawing and 
music during the school year. 

Beginning with the spring term, upon petition signed by heads 
of families residing i in the Bailey district, or old No. 13, and other 8; 
arrangements were made with the Cornish school board for the 
year, whereby the children in these outlying neighborhoods were 
allowed to attend the school in No. 12 in that town. The average 
number thus accommodated during the year was twelve, some of 
whom had not been registered in any school for six or eight terms. 
The year’s work has been highly satisfactory.

Report of the Board of Health. 


There has been no change in the board of health, from that of 
one year ago. George KE. Parks is the chairman, and A. L. 
Marden, secretary. 

The rules and regulations that are furnished by the State 
Board of Health, are those which govern the local board to a great 
extent, although we are obliged to govern ourselves by circumstances 
in many cases. 

There have been a large number of complaints, and one hundred 
and twenty-two visits made, and nineteen places have been fumigated. 

There have been five cases of diphtheria reported to the board 
of which one died. We have had fourteen cases ot typhoid fever 
with one death, and five cases of measles all of which recovered. 

We are much pleased with the Formaldehyde Regenerator 
obtained last year for the use of Formaldehyde gas in fumigating. 
It is the most satisfactory method, and now very generally used in 
all the large towns. 

We have endeavored to have all accumulations of rubbish and 
refuse matter taken to the town dump, and in this we have been to 
a great extent successful. We recommend that everyone follow this 
plan, instead of throwing old rubbish. about most anywhere to get 
rid of it in the easiest way. ‘The amount taken to the dump the 
past year has been far in excess of any previous year, and we hope 
the improvement will continue in the future. The best way to keep 
well is to keep all the surroundings in as clean a condition as is 
possible. 

There has been a change for the better in many ways, and in 
quite a number of places, but still there is room for improvement. 

We wish to thank the people of the town for their courteous 
treatment, and to the physicians of the town we are especially 
grateful for their promptness in reporting all cases of contageous 
disease, and for their kindness and willingness to be helpful to us 
in every way they could.

Report on Mountain View Cemetery. 


At the last annual town meeting in, March, a committee was 
chosen consisting of the Selectmen to make inquiries and examina- 
tions in regard to disposal of the lots in the Mountain View Cemetery. 
We have made a great many inquiries and have written to twenty- 
five or thirty cities and towns in New Hampshire and Massachusetts 
and have corresponded with the trustees and superintendents of the 
different cemeteries, and they all advise that the land shall be laid 
out in lots of different sizes, and prices placed on them according to 
the different locations, etc. They all recommend that a code of 
by-laws be adopted aud such restrictions placed upon the use and 
care of the lots as seems best. At the present time all most all the 
new cemeteries in the country do not allow the use of curbing, and 
some of the committee have been to see several cemeteries where no 
curbing is used, and we were surprised to see how nicely the lots 
looked without any curbing, and we would recommend that a course 
similiar should be adopted at the Mountain View Cemetery. We 
have laid out some little upon the cemetery the present year and put 
in city water as far as the Ball place, so next year it can be ex- 
tended across the Ball field to the Wheeler land. We would recom- 
mend a board of trustees, either the selectmen, or others, as the town 
may think best, to have as soon as possible some code of by-laws and 
have them adopted by the town. 

There have already been three bodies buried in this cemetery and 
the present season there will have to be a great many more, and we 
would recommend immediate action,—surveying and plotting of the 
lots. 

We also recommend a sum of money to be raised to complete the 
survey and also to plot and make charts of as much of the land as 
the committee. or trustees should think proper. We would recom- 
mend the plotting and laying out of a large part of the land, so that 
people could have a choice in selecting their lots, for if we should 
only plot out two or three sections, parties might want to select their 
lot in some different section not plotted, and with that in view, we 
would recommend the plotting and surveying of nearly all of it, with 
proper charts and blue prints. We would recommend the sum of 
$800 00 to make surveys and charts, and the remainder, if any, 
could be used for shrubbery. 
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Report of the Tappan Fund. 


The amount of this fund in the hands of the Selectmen is 
$30,500 00, $20,000 00 in registered Claremont Town bonds, and 
$10,500 00 was invested in Western farm mortgage notes. On the 
last amount we have collected during the last two years $2,273 50 
and it now remains in the treasury. $10,500 00 in Western notes, 
was turned over to the Selectmen, January 7, 1897, by John L.
